By creating new 
characters and situations whole- 
cloth, we can pursue dramatic 
possibilities that would be 
impossible if we based the series 
on characters and settings from 
the films. This period in the saga 
of the Jedi is virtually untouched, 
and thanks to Lucasfilm’s support, 
Tom can expand upon it with a 
Sree hand. This doesn’t mean that 
characters from TOT] won't 
appear in projects like the sequel 
to Dark Empire (readers of that 
series will remember Vima 
Sunrider, who appears as a child 
in this issue). Tom has said to me 
many times, “It’s a big universe,” 
and thankfully everyone seems to 
enjoy exploring it as much as we
